THE AWAKENING WEST 
SIDE. 


The legislature has been asked to indorse a bond’ 
issue of $1,181,000 for the improvement of Jackson 
boulevard and another of $1,000,410 for Washing- 
ton boulevard. With these sums it is proposed to 
widen Jackson boulevard from 38 to 48 feet be- 
tween Canal street and Homan avenue, widen the 
driveway through ‘Garfield park, and pave between 
Kenton and Central avenues. Washington boule- 
vard would be ‘widened from 48 to 60 feet between 
Clinton and Halsted streets, widened through the 
park, and paved at the "present width between 
Crawford avenue and Austin boulevard. The bou- 
levard would be widened to 48 feet in the congested 
stretch from Ashland boulevard to Rockwell! street. 
Improved street lighting is included in the esti- 
mates. 

These west park improvements are.badly nesabl 
and the bond issues should be approved. We only 
wish the park board had shown a broader vision. 
When the money has been spent the west side 
will still lack a first class highway into the loop. 
The west side will still lag behind the north and 
south sides, which years ago grasped the idea that 
the day of the horse and buggy is past. Paring of 
sidewalks will not make a motor highway out of 
a street designed for horse traffic. The suggested 
improvements will ease traffic congestion, but will 
not solve the problem as South Park way or the 
new drives on the north side have solved it. 

The bond issues deserve support as a step in the 
right direction. The west side is temperamentally 
averse to public improvements. That is ome reason 
the west side has lost its prestige of thirty-five 
years ago. We hope that an object lesson in the 
value of public improvements will serve to awaken 


| west siders to opportunities which they have al- 


lowed others to grasp. 

Chicago is the gateway to the west, but it has 
no broad highway leading into the heart of the 
city from the west. Some day it must have such a 
highway, and the sooner the better. 


PENNY WISE. 

An effort to increase the salaries of postmasters 
in the forty-six-largest cities in the country was 
defeated in the closing days of the last session of 
congress. The bill provided a sliding scale of sal- 
aries dependent on revenues; the postmaster of a 
city whose postal revenues were $40,000 would have 
received $3,200 a year, while the postmasters of the 
largest cities, with revenues of more than $50,000,- 
000, would have received $12,000. The present 
maximum salary is $8,000. ea 

The bill was passed in the senate and received 
a substantial majority in the house, but failed of 


the two-thirds vote required for bills voted upon 


during a suspension of the rules. The opponents. 
of the bill mustered 150 votes. The whole case was 
based upon the ‘argument that, as the bill failed to 
increase the salaries of postmasters in smaller 
cities, it was a bad bill. | 

Mr. Lueder is managing only one of the nation’s 


‘61,000 postoffices, but it accounts for a tenth of the 


total revenues of the service. His office does a 
$60,000,000~business and is the most important one 
of all in the movement of the mails. The job prob- 
ably calls for a $50,000 executive; the bill would 
have given him $12,000, and all he will get this year 
will be $8,000.

F a baby Uevelops the colic habit the

*to Dr. T, C. Hempelmann. 

If the baby is breast fed and the colic 
attacks come on at night or in the after- 
noon the hunger explanation is almost 
certainly right. The mother has more 
food for baby’ in the morning after a 
restful night’s sleep. But there is even

Give the baby about two ounces of 
milk or some other good, nutritious food.

best cure for colic in the general run of 
cases is to give some supplemental food. 


every ten hunger is not the cause, and 
extra feeding is not the cure.

In the cases where the 
sugars are at fault, giving the baby 
some casein foods, or milk powder foods, 
will cure thé colic.

Dr. Bempelmann «. also writes on the 
baby habit of spitting up food. In most 
cases this simply means that the baby 
has overfilled his stomach and he is get- 
ting rid of the excess. Under these con- 
ditions, the symptom is of no import- 
ance and calls for no treatment. _ 

There are two signs that indicate that 
a given spitting up baby is not in the 
nbove class. Sometimes the baby does 
not gain weight according to schedule, 
and spitting up is the only symptom. 
a few cases in the above group careful 
watching of the abdominal walls, or 
feeling it, will show that the stomach is 
contracting in an unnatural way. Dr. 
Hempelmann thinks perhaps these are 
very mild cases of pyloric stenosis. He 
Suggests that such babies be fed thick 
cereal (one part cereal and seven parts 
milk, mixed and cooked until very thick, 
of this a tablespoonful is fed before each 
breast or bottle feeding). If this treat- 
ment does not stop the symptoms a 
physician should be called in to give 
exclusive thick cereal feeding, or proper 
drugs, or to operate, in a few cases.

Don't blame this on pasteurization. The 
only way that pasteurization of milk causes 
constipation in babies is by killing the) 
stable bacteria, some of which may have 
some purgative powers. Many boitlefed 
babies are corstipated regardless of whether 
the milk is raw, pasteurized, or boiled. The 
remedy consists in broadening the dietary, 
giving water to drink and Eeeping the chil- 
dren in the open air.

SENATE IN FOREIGN 
RELATIONS. | 

Chicage, March 10.—In your issue today 
a co-respondent says: “ As ore of the 
citizens whom you termed-a revolution- 
ist, I disagree with any policy which 
tends to deny the right of Senator Borah, 
or any independent thinker, the right to 
investigate our own government's policy 
in toreign or other affairs of our coun- 
try.” 

The correspondent merely discloses that 
he is one of ‘over 70,000,000 voters in the 
United States, who, after educational 
endowments and public taxation running 
into uncounted billions, are incompetent 
to discuss a simple governmental mat- 
ter, a knowledge of which should be the 
first care of education among a self- 
governing people. 

Neither Senator Borah nor his com- 
mittee on foreign relations has any more 


power to deal with Nicaragua or Mex- 
ico, or to corréspond with or hear the 
testimony of persons in either of those 
countries, than any man in the street. 
The foreign relations committée of each 
house is for the internal convenience of 
the house in doing business and it has 
no authority beyond its walls. That 
either hcuse of congress could, by cre- 
ating a ttee on foreign relations, 
arrogate to itself any of the power vested 
by tne constitution in the chief execu- 
tive (the President) is, of course, prepos- 
terovs. No mind has been fatuous 


(as each has done), could thereby em- 
power itself to grab cases away from 
the Supreme court of the United States 
and decide them. Yet the latter proposi- 
tion is as sound as the former. 

Foreign relations are placed by the con- 
stitution wholly in the charge of the ex- 
ecutive department. It empowers him 
(Art. Il., See. 2) “to make treaties” 
and to “appoint ambassadors and other 
public ministers and consuls,” with the 
concurrence of the senate. In these two 
particulars only does the senate come 
even, in sight of things international. 
The President is empowered (Sec. 3) to 
“revive ambassadors and other public 
ministers,”” which means that it is he 
who opens relations with a foreign gov- 
ent 

A good illustration of the correct rela- 
tion of the President and the congress 
in this regard is found in Grant’s admin- 
istration when he vetoed a joint resolu- 
tion of the houses of congress “ relating 
to congratulations: from the Argentine 
republic” The resolutior purported “to 
direct the secretary of state to acknowl- 
edge a dispatch of congratulation from 
the Argentine republic and the high ap- 
preciation of congress of the compliment 
thus conveyed.” As our only point of 
contact with a foreign nation is the de- 
partment of state, congress had Ro right 
to receive a communication from the Ar- 
gent‘ne repablic or to ask the secretary 
of state to express its appreciation. 
“The constitution,” wrote President 
Grant, “. . . . has indicated the Pres- 
ident as the agent to represent the na- 
tional sovereignty in its intercourse with 
foreign powers and to receive all official 
communications from them, ... . mak- 
ing him, in the language of one 6f the 
most eminent writers on constitutional 
law, ‘the constitutional organ of com- 
munication with foreign states.’ 

Thus, neither the se committee nor 
the whole congress has any constitu- 
tional right to hold any communication 
with a foreign state or any of the people 
in it.

Boston, Mass., March 11-—{Special.] 
—The Boston Herald tomorrow morn- 
ing will publish the following copy- 
righted story: 

“The Boston police, acting in co- 
operation with the district attorney's 
office and the Boston Book Sellers’ 
committee, within the last few weeks 
have suppressed nine books, includ- 
ing some of the best sellers of the win- 
ter season. The police contend that 
certain passages in these books either 
‘contain obscene, indecent or impure 
language,’ or ‘manifestly tend to cor- 
rupt the morals of youth,’ and that 
their sale by any book seller would 
be a violation of section 28, chapter

It is pleasant to find that it is not 
s0 unreasonable, after all, to call our 
white potato the Irish potato, although 
this vegetable undoubtedly originated 
in South America, where we have rea- 
son to believe people do far more than 
we do with it to this day. In Ireland 
there had been a potato crop of na- 
tional importance in 1663. The next 
year there was published a pamphlet

New York, March 11,—Special.]— 
The Radio Corporation of America 
entered into an agreement today with 
the Zenith Radio corporation of Chi- 
cago, one of the largest independent 


Chicago concern was licensed to use 
the patents held by the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America and also by the Wést- 
inghouse Electric and Manufacturing 
company, and the General Electric 


|company. 


The Zenith Radio corporation, the 
rst independent to be licensed under 
these patents, admitted, in the agree- 
ment, that they were basic, and paid a 
large sum covering the use of the pat- 
ents in the past. The amount was not 
disclosed. The agreement was referred 
to both sides as the first real step to- 
ward the stability of the radio manu- 
facturing industry. 

David Sarnoff, vice president and 
general manager of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, said tonight that ne- 
gotiations were under way with sev- 


ing that the Radio Corporation of 
America is soon to become a con- 
trolling factor in the radio industry in 
the United States. 

The agreement with the Zenith ends 
negotiations which have been under 
way since 1922 and also means the 
dropping of two civil actions against 
that concern. 

The contracts, it was said, provided 
for a 7% per cent royalty’for past in- 
fringernents which would mean a pay- 
ment by the radio industry of this 
country of about $16,000,000 for in- 
fringements only. Sales for 1927 at 
factory prices, are estimated by Mc- 
Graw-Hill at $96,000,000. Royalties at 
7% per cent indicate, therefore, a re- 
turn to the Radio Corporation of 
America of approximatély $7,000,000 a 
year for the. life of the patents.
